Police warn treasure hunter to stop fishing

A treasure hunter has been 
warned he could be arrested 
for being a public nuisance 
after fishing a hand grenade 
from the depths of the River 
Thames in Kingston on 
Sunday. 

A police bomb squad 
closed off Portsmouth Road 
and detonated the grenade 
at 8pm in a deafening explo¬ 
sion that neighbours said 
rattled windows and glass¬ 
ware in nearby homes. 

Forklift truck driver 
Stephen Taylor, 36, discov¬ 
ered the rusty World War II 
grenade using an electro¬ 
magnet on a line. 

He is the same person who 
thought he had found an old 
Second World War shell in 
the woods near Glenbuck 
Road in August and called in 
the bomb squad, only to 
be told it was part of

a signpost. 

Mr Taylor, who lives with 
his wife Melanie in Warwick 
Grove, Surbiton, said: “One 
officer, an inspector, said to 
me ‘At the moment I can’t 
stop you doing it, but it 
would be better if you didn’t 
do it in rivers or lakes any 
more’. 

“[He said] if I was to find 
anything else to phone po¬ 
lice about he would give me 
a public nuisance. 

“I think it’s out of order. 
It’s just a hobby.” 

His aim was to find some¬ 
thing of value one day to do¬ 
nate to the British Museum 
and perhaps have his name 
recognised, but he said find¬ 
ing explosives kept them 
safe from children who 


might fish them out by 
accident. 

He said: “It was definitely 
live. They have thrown it in 
practising during the Sec¬ 
ond World War and it has 
not gone off. The lever was 
rusted to the grenade. I 


didn’t think the detonation 
would be that loud.” 

Georgia Munroe, 23, who 
works for Genuine Solutions 
in Chessington, was walking 
home from Kingston Carni¬ 
val with her dog Bob, moth¬ 
er and sister when they 


for bombs 

bumped into Mr Taylor. 

She said he was a polite, 
middle-aged man who asked 
them to mind out of the way 
because he had found a hand 
grenade. 

Ms Munroe said: “He said 
his wife thinks he is a bit 
mental. He usually just finds 
old pennies and old coins. 
We just thought it was 
amazing.” 

The Munroes walked back 
to their home in Lovelace 
Gardens and did not hear 
the explosion. 

Mr Taylor’s brother David 
said: “They can’t nick him 
because he is not breaking 
the law.” 

Shortly after the detona¬ 
tion in Surbiton he cycled to 
Hampton Court where he 
thought he had found a piece 
of cannonball, which turned 
out to be something else.

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Take a good look - this is where 
you could end up if you are 
naughty on a night out. 

From next month, people ar¬ 
rested in the borough, and in 
Richmond, will be locked up in 
Kingston police’s new cell 
block. 

Officers led a tour of the cells 
last week for community lead¬ 
ers and council chief executive 
Bruce McDonald. 

There are no bars, only hatch¬ 
es, and no two-way mirrors in 
interview rooms. 

Each of the 20 cells is moni¬ 
tored by CCTV, and officers 
have the ability to listen in on 
detainees’ phone calls. 

The decor is modern and 
bright. 

There are eight microwaves 
for preparing meals for prison¬ 
ers, along with stacks of 
polystyrene takeaway trays. 

New borough commander Su¬ 
perintendent Glenn Tunstall 
said prisoners’ safety was 
paramount in the new design, 
and insisted they should leave 
“in either the same or better 
medical condition” than when

they arrived. 

He said: “The biggest 
improvement has got to be safe¬ 
ty. There is so much learning 
from 175 years of running cus¬ 
tody suites and detaining pris¬ 
oners that has been built in.” 

Supt Tunstall, who trained as 
a custody sergeant in Kingston, 
described the old block as 
“antiquated”. 

As with any new building, 
there were some snags. The 
lock on the only toilet outside

the cells is to be changed, be¬ 
cause it cannot be opened from 
the outside. 

And a pepper-spray decon¬ 
tamination room vents directly 
out by the back door - so any¬ 
one waiting to be taken inside 
will be blasted. 

Mr McDonald spent a few 
minutes locked up for the 
cameras. 

He said: “I enjoyed my visit, 
particularly because it was 
brief.” 


School plan could 
see end of gas site 


A colourful playground and class¬ 
rooms could soon replace aban¬ 
doned gas holders in the heart of 
Kingston within the next few 
years. 

Kingston Council is in the early 
stages of putting together a plan¬ 
ning brief for a new two-form 
entry primary school in Seven 
Kings Way. 

The announcement comes 
months after the borough secured 
approval for a new primary school 
at the border with Merton and an¬ 
other for a secondary school at the 
North Kingston Centre as soon as 
funding is available. 

Councillor David Ryder-Mills, 
lead member for schools and con¬ 
tinuing education, said: “It seems 
to me that would be quite an ideal 
place. There is a planning brief de¬ 
veloped for where the gas

holders are. 

“This would involve some land 
swapping between owners and it 
would have to go up to proper con¬ 
sultation on whether it is a good 
idea or not but it is a site which is 
really quite sought after.” 

He said the area was attractive 
because it was near the town cen¬ 
tre and, with the 300 plus flats set 
to crop up by the riverside, it could 
tackle school place shortages in 
north Kingston. 

But he said: “It does have draw¬ 
backs. It would have to be re¬ 
designed because it is bordered by 
busy roads, so a lot of thought 
would have to go into the 
planning. 

“I imagine if anyone with a free 


school proposal is interested, I am 
hopeful it could be analysed quite 
quickly.” 

Jennifer Butterworth, chairman 
of the Kingston Society, said: “One 
of our members finds them [gas 
containers] very impressive, but I 
think he may be in the very small 
minority. They have no purpose. I 
see no case for not removing them. 

“A school seems - knowing the 
shortage - very helpful.” 

Tessa Kind, from the Mill Street 
Residents’ Association, said: “I 
thought they were building flats 
there? I would be all in favour of a 
new primary school. 

“I would be interested to see 
what catchment area it would 
cover. 

“Our local school St John’s is a 
one-form entry and most years it 
is oversubscribed.”

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Former council officer 
drops racial tribunal

Kingston Council has reached 
an out-of-court settlement with 
a former employee who had 
claimed he was racially discrim¬ 
inated against. 

But criticism has been direct¬ 
ed at council leader Liz Green, 
who said she did not know about 
the case or the subsequent 
settlement. 

An employment tribunal 
brought by former planning offi¬ 
cer Narinder Lakhan against 
Nicola Smith, group manager 
for development control, was 
due to be heard on August 15, 
but was cancelled at the last 
minute after Mr Lakhan with¬ 
drew his claim. 

Kingston Council confirmed 
Mr Lakhan had “reached agree¬ 
ment” with the authority, but 
would not comment further or 
say whether Mr Lakhan, from 
Osterley, Hounslow, was made 
to sign a non-disclosure 
agreement. 

When asked last week about 
the case, Coun Green said she 
“did not know” about the 
tribunal or the subsequent 
agreement. 

Kingston Conservatives leader 
Howard Jones said: “I would 
certainly want to know if some¬ 
body had left the employment of 
the council and was making alle¬ 
gations of racial discrimination 
against senior officers. 

“I am surprised Liz Green did¬ 
n’t know, and I’m surprised I 
didn’t know, and I shall be ask¬ 
ing questions about that.” 

Laurie South, chairman of the 
Kingston Labour Party, said: “If 


I was leader I would say that if 
there was something that is po¬ 
litically sensitive coming up, I 
would really want to know about 
it. 

“You have to ask: do the Lib 
Dems know what’s going on? I 
think the answer is probably 
not.” 

Up until last year, Mr Lakhan 
was the case officer in the long- 
running Tesco Tolworth super¬ 
market saga. 

Nicola Smith is currently on 


maternity leave. 

In April the Kingston 
Guardian revealed the council 
had paid out more than £500,000 
in settlements to former em¬ 
ployees since 2008.

Flat Eric’s ‘big, bad idea’ 


Hundreds of people will be moving 
into new flats being developed “by 
the backdoor” as developers take 
advantage of a new loophole in 
planning laws that allow offices to 
be turned into homes without 
planning permission. 

Since new laws allowing offices 
to be turned into homes without 
planning permission came into ef¬ 
fect in May, Kingston Council has 
seen notifications for more than 
125 flats with the potential to 
house hundreds more people in 
the borough. 

The biggest such office to homes 
site is in Blagdon Road in New 
Malden for 77 new flats in an office 
block but others are scattered 
across Kingston, Surbiton and 
Tolworth. 

Neighbours do not have a say 
over the new influx - the brain¬ 
child of Conservative Communi¬ 
ties Secretary Eric Pickles - which 
intends to ease the housing crisis 
with the use of empty buildings. 

The council also misses out on 
Section 106 money that it would 
otherwise get from a normal plan¬ 
ning application, which puts funds 
into transport, education and

green spaces in the borough. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Simon James, responsible for 
overseeing Kingston Council’s 
sustainable place department, 
said: “There is no consultation, 
local people have no say, the coun¬ 
cillors can’t do anything about it. 

“Eric Pickles came in saying he 
believed in localism but in this 
case he means developers can take 
any action no matter what people 
think. He seems to say one thing 
and do another.” 

Tony Arbour, Conservative Lon¬ 
don Assembly member for south¬ 
west London, said: “This is one 
thing where central government 
does not know best and the local 
council does. It is a bad idea, peri¬ 
od. Many Conservative councils 
are taking the same line. In subur¬ 
ban areas such as Richmond and 
Kingston we want to keep employ¬ 
ment in the borough. 

“By losing offices that cuts down 
local employment and loses busi¬ 
ness for shops at lunchtimes and 
in the evenings.” 


Matterhorn Capital New Malden 
Ltd’s plans for eight-storey New 
Malden House are for 28 one-bed¬ 
room and 49 two-bedroom flats. 

The numbers added up by the 
Kingston Guardian do not include 
dozens more full planning applica¬ 
tions for changing offices into 
homes, which are decided by 
councillors. 

Seventeen local authorities are 
exempt. Lambeth and Islington 
councils are the first to launch a 
judicial review to protect their 
spaces against the controversial 
new planning laws. 

But Coun James said Kingston 
Council had not lodged an expen¬ 
sive judicial review, although he 
admitted there would be an eye on 
whether any of these could set a 
precedent to change the laws. 

A spokesman from the 
Department for Local Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government said: 
“The department introduced the 
office to residential change of use 
policy in order to bring underused 
offices back into effective use and 
provide new homes, and we will 
vigorously defend any legal chal¬ 
lenge to the policy.” 


Murder denial 

A man from Kingston has denied mur¬ 
dering an Old Malden resident on the 
Kingsnympton estate. 

Andrew Nichols, 44, of Fordham, Ex¬ 
celsior Close, on the Cambridge Road es¬ 
tate, pleaded not guilty to the murder of 
28-year-old Colin Bolton, during a hear¬ 
ing at the Old Bailey last Wednesday. 

Mr Bolton, an electrical engineer from 
Sheephouse Way, Old Malden, died on 
June 10 after being stabbed to death in a 
first floor flat in Thursley House, on the 
Kingsnympton estate in Kingston Hill. 

He was carried outside by paramedics 
who tried to save his life in front of 
shocked neighbours. His body was then 
left outside while police investigated. 

A postmortem examination later said 
he died of stab wounds to the heart. 

Mr Bolton was an electrical engineer at 
UK Safety Management and a former 
student of Richmond College. 

He had just changed the relationship 
status of his profile to “in a relationship” 
the night before he died. 

Mr Nichols appeared via video link from 
prison to enter his not guilty plea. A trial 
was set for Monday, February 17,2014.

I have read with interest 
Sherrie Robinson’s letter

many hundreds of people 
with a similar experience 
I share her frustration. 
The following facts may be 
of interest. 

The King Charles Road 
feeder road into Ewell 
Road curves directly 
towards the near side 
(poorly marked) bus lane. 
It is almost impossible to 
get into the outside lane 
because of the short space 
available to manoeuvre 
and the outside lane is 
frequently full of traffic 
travelling towards the A3 
roundabout. 

Amazingly, the offend¬ 
ing bus lane is just 35 
yards long. From this sec¬ 
tion of road to the A3 
roundabout there is no 
bus lane at all. 

The Ewell Road from the 
Surbiton library to the A3 
roundabout is approxi¬ 
mately 1.4 miles long. 
From Surbiton library to 
the busy Red Lion Road 
junction bus lanes are 
functional from 4pm to 


7pm. This extends more 
than a mile. 

At the Red Lion Road 
junction the bus lane, ac¬ 
tivity increases from 7am 
to 7pm. 

There is no warning of 
any change - just a sign 
identical to the earlier 
signs for the previous mile 
from the library - but the 
times have changed. It is 
hardly a reasonable notifi¬ 
cation at a busy road junc¬ 
tion, especially when it is 
approximately 10 feet 
high. 

As a somewhat confused 
resident in the royal bor¬ 
ough for many years, I am 
compelled to ask what is 
so special about this sec¬ 
tion of road? As far as I 
am aware, there are no 
extra buses on it - maybe 
it is an area for trainee 
traffic wardens.

Retirees plan to raise 
£62,000 by downsizing 


One in four pensioners plans to move 



Nearly three quarters (73 per 
cent) of the UK’s 10.4 million 
pensioners own their own 
home, although more than a 
quarter (26 per cent) expect 
to sell their property to raise 
money or simply to make 
their life easier, according to 
new research. 

Four in every five (81 per 
cent) retired homeowners 
who expect to sell are 
planning to buy another 
property, says the Prudential 
which carried out the 
research. This is equivalent 
to around one million homes 
being bought and sold by 
pensioners, many of whom 
will release substantial 
amounts of cash by 
downsizing. 

The majority (73 per cent) 
of retirees who plan to sell up 
and buy another property 
want to move into a smaller

and less expensive home. On 
average, they expect 
downsizing to raise as much 
as £62,000. 

Nearly a quarter (23 per 
cent) plan to use the money 
raised to boost their income 
in retirement, 13 per cent will 
pay off debts and eight per 
cent say they’ll use the 
money to help with everyday 
living costs. 

Prudential’s research also 
shows that over one in five (22 
per cent) retired homeowners 
still have an outstanding 
mortgage, with average 
monthly payments of £254. 

The convenience of 
running a smaller home was 
the most commonly stated 
motivation for those who 
plan to downsize - 48 per cent 


say they want a simpler life. 
Separately, 22 per cent claim 
raising money is the main 
driver for their sale, while 11 
per cent want to reduce 
household bills. 

Stan Russell, retirement 
expert at Prudential, said: 
“Housing wealth is 
potentially a significant 
source of additional 
retirement income for 
pensioners who own their 
own home. This is why so 
many of Britain’s pensioners 
are planning to become last- 
time-buyers. 

“However, it is dangerous 
for people to assume that 
housing wealth can make up 
for a lack of retirement 
planning. To ensure a 
comfortable retirement it is 
important to start saving as 
much as possible as early as 
possible, and to seek 


professional financial advice 
on the best retirement 
income options.” 

Staying on the property 
ladder remains the 
overwhelming preference 
among retired homeowners. 
Just six per cent of 
pensioners planning to sell 
their home intend to move 
into specialist retirement 
accommodation, while only 
four per cent expect to move 
into a rental property. 

Stan Russell added: “For 
some retired homeowners, 
moving to a smaller home is a 
lifestyle choice, but for a 
significant number the 
decision is a financial one. 
Our research also shows the 
financial nous of many 
pensioners - the majority of 
retired homeowners 

expecting to sell their 
property plan to buy a 


smaller home rather than 
rent, saving themselves on 
average £168 per month on 


the difference between 
average mortgage and rental 
costs.”
